The Supreme Court declared not long Ug 
ease coming to it from North Dakota as wel 
one coming to it from West Virginia, that railroads 
are entitled to a remunerative rate for every ser­ 
vice they perform, and that tin* failure to remuner 
ate one service adequately can not he excused with 
the plea that one or more other services are mor* 
than adequately remunerated. It is before this rule 
that Arkansas two cent fare law has fallen, appar­ 
ently. 
The F risen was the plaintiff, and it scents 
to have provided that the cost of transporting a 
passenger within the state was more than two 
cents a mile. 
Hence tin* law prescribing that rate 
was nullified, and the plea, if it was made, that the 
railroad was so abundantly remunerated for other 
services as to make up what it lost in tin* transpor 
tation of passengers, was rejected. 
Meantime the 
two cent fare law has been in force seven years, 
and tlie railroad is certainly without any praeti- 
< al redress, if it is not without even a theoretical 
one 
Here y\ •• seem to have a notable instance (»1 
justice being achieved by a process ot injustice that 
is irreparable. 
During seven years the people 
Arkansas have traveled at the rate of two cents 
a mile. 
They have thus saved a considerable sum 
of money- because of this unconstitutional statute, 
and, it ma\ he added, they will keep their saving in 
their pockets. 
If the country 
does not cry out 
against siudi injustice as this, it will he because a 
railroad company is the victim of it.

I he charge ot 
the unemployed oil tin- bureau, all athirst for work ; 
the sudden and heartbreaking discovery that the 
work advertised meant leaving Chicago; the panic 
retreat to the bread line, or to some precarious sub­ 
stitute for the pay envelope, and all because of, and 
whftt 
two things, the lure of the city and the aver­ 


s io n of manual labor on the farm. 
There is also another feature to the situation 
which is more significant. fl hat is. if some, if not 
many of these 600 men, felt themselves physically 
unable to perform the routine that is demanded on 
the average farm. Softened probably by desk work 
or eitv* life, used to the feel of the pavements instead 
of the rough earth, their muscles flabby and their 
i wind short, they naturally turned tail at the sug- 
! gestión that they go back, eii bloc, to the farm. 
This brings out the point that not every man is 
: tit for the farm life, just as every man is not natur- 
: allv fit for city life. 
Farming is a trade, or a train- 
j ed occupation, ,iust as is bookkeeping. 
Put tin 
farmer down to the bookkeeper s desk and lie \yil 
he helpless. 
Put the bookkeeper out on the farm 
and he yvould he almost so. 
The fault with most American slogans, and" Pack 
to the farm ’ is one of them, is that they are too 
syveeping, t o o indiscriminate. 
I t is better to pu*K 
vour man to go back to tin* farm, to acquaint him 
with what he must expect, and to train him for his 
job, just a s it would be merciful if we could place 
an embargo upon the country people who flock to 
the cities. 
The idea that is prevalent, that any 
American can go out on a plot of ground and dig 
out a livelihood is a fallacy, 
.lust as big and more 
cruel a fallacy is the delusion of the country man, 
that he can, by some mysterious magic, succeed 
quickly in the eity without previous experience. 
The Chicago incident points a moral, after all, 
which is that after all we need expert training for 
success in industry, whether in farm or city lib*.

Ferguson Vetoes Warehouse Bill. 
Austin, April 6/—Governor Fer­ 
guson today vetoed the house bill 
which had for its object the con­ 
struction and maintenance of ware 
houses and their operation under 
general state laws, and 
exempt 
them from the provisions of the 
permanent warehouse law. In ve­ 
toing the bill tin* Governor said: 
“ The state already having as­ 
sumed control and supervision of 
warehouses, 1 do not think any 
concern doing this character of 
business should be exempt from 
the general law covering the same 
subject. ‘Equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none’ seems 
to be very pertinent to the con­ 
sideration of this law.” 
The Governor signed the 
bill 
which authorizes mutual assess­ 
ment and accident insurance com­ 
panies to place an admission fee of 
not exceeding $3 each in the ex­ 
pense fund. This bill becomes ef­ 
fective at once. 
Governor Ferguson has announ­ 
ced his intention to veto the bill 
appropriating $23,000 for gather­ 
ing and maintaining an exhibit at 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition,hut 
says he will ask the legislature 
when it convenes in special ses­ 
sion to appropriate $10.000 for the 
work.

army, certain 
leaders 
among the Constitutionalists proposed 
that a commi sion he sent to treat 
with Villa and that the convention 
itself adjourn from Mexico City 
to 
Veuasealientes. 
Carranza, foreseeing, 
as afterwards came to pass, the futil­ 
ity of this netion. opposed it. but final 
ly allowed the delegates of their own 
volition to move to Aguascalientes to 
treat with the chief; of tho Northern 
I n\ ision. 
Primarily the purpose of the A^uas- 
me 
meeting »¡is simply to en­ 


deavor to persuade Villa to send rep­ 
resentatives to the convention. 
After­ 
wards it usurped sovereign powers 
that it did not possess and which 
I Cnrrn’ u never sanctioned. 
But Car­ 
ranza,, putting a«! 1« the considerations 
and ri i ng n o b > to t h e den amis o! tho 
situation, expressed to the conven­ 
tion in writing his willingness not 
only to res : n as First Chief in charge 
of the executive power of the nation, 
but to become an exile from his eoun- 
' try if the delegates ask this of him. 
She single condition that he stated 
must govern this abdication was that 
Villa should r«*sign his command of 
the 
Constitutionalist 
army 
of

North and if the convention so de­ 
creed, must also leave Mexico. 
Story of Convention. 
The convention on November 6th 
passed a resolution calling for the re­ 
tirement of both Carranza and Villa. 
Antonio I. Villareal, Chairman of the 
convention, thus describes subsequent 
events: 
“After the absurd selection of Gen­ 
eral Gutierrez as Provisional Presi­ 
dent for 20 days, which had been done 
in deference to the wishes of Zapata, 
myself and three others were commis­ 
sioned to serve notice on the First 
Chief that he was to resign. 
Villa 
had already agreed, so his representa­ 
tives stated, to tender his resignation. 
We would have shortly secured Car­ 
ranza’s retirement had not General 
Gutierrez, bullied into action by pres­ 
sure brought upon him by Villa, sum­ 
moned the latter to Aguascalientes 
and placed him in command of all the 
military forcesJ n . the country. 


"This act violated tho previous reso­ 
lution of the convention and was con­ 
trary to its ow n mandates, or in other 
words, contrary to the desires of what 
was left of it, as It must be remem­ 
bered that out of the 156 registered 
delegates many had withdrawn for one 
reason or another until at last there 
were only 60 members left and 18 out 
of this 60 had been recalled by their 
signatories. 
A quorum in the conven* 
tion necessitated 79 delegates. 
"A brief resume of the situation at 
this critical time might be stated as 
follows: We said to Carranza: Retire 
or we will fight you, your retirement 
being made with the understanding 
that Villa will be forced to withdraw.’ 
We said to General Gutierrez and to 


the convention: ‘That Villa retire or 
we will tight him and uphold the reso­ 
lution of the convention, Villas re­ 
tirement being with the understanding 
that Carranza will be forced to retire.’ 
“Tiie reply we received from Gen­ 
eral Gutierrez was that he had given 
Villa tin* command of the forces which 
were to fight against Carranza: that 
is. In* had violated the fundamental 
resolution of the convention 
which 
was th«* basis of the whole agreement 
and the essential condition of our obli­ 
gation 
“This violent and illegal decision re­ 
lieved us of every obligation toward 
an assembly without patriotism 
or 
moral force, tho tool of an ambitious 
and savage faction to which we had 
shown undeserved complacency out 


fuTTonaHst army, exclusive of the Divi­ 
sion of the North, commanded by Vil­ 
la, flocked to the support of Carranza. 
Carranza 
withdrew*

City and established the national cap­ 
ital at Vera Cruz.
